The summer educational program at the Cleveland Museum of Art offers a variety of 
subjects for both children and adults. For young people there are outdoor sketching 
classes in the Fine Arts Garden, beginning Tuesday June 21 and continuing through 
Friday July 20. The younger group, six through nine years, will meet on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays from 9*30 to 11*30 a.m. The older group, ten through sixteen years, will 
meet during the same hours on Wednesdays and Fridays* Registration begins June 1 and 
is limited only to control the size of the classes* It is open to all regardless of 
Museum membership. The fee for tuition and materials is $5*00. 

In addition free gallery olasses for children, from six through secondary school age, 
will be held from 9*30 a.m. to 12*00 noon every Saturday throughout the summer* 
Registrations will be accepted, regardless of Museum membership, before each class 
meeting at the desk in the foyer of the Museum. 

Beginning on Friday May 13 at 1*30 p.m* William E. Ward, Supervisor of Motion Pictures 
at the Museum, will conduct a class for members, FLOWER AND GARDEN PHOTOGRAPHY IN COLOR. 
The remaining five meetings will be held on Fridays from 1*30 to 4:00 p.m. or on 
Saturdays from 10*00 a.m* to 12*00 noon, at the convenience of the class. Not only will 
the class hear lectures demonstrated with a 35 mm. (2x2 slides) color camera, but will 
also visit and photograph gardens in and around Cleveland* 

On May 17 Margaret F. Marcus will begin her course for members FLOWER ARRANGEMENT, which 
will meet for six Tuesdays from 2*00 to 3*30 p»m* Her series of talks will be primarily 
concerned with the problems of composition in flower arrangement. 

For beginners and former students Price A. CbsmbadUin will conduct an Outdoor Sketch Club 
for members meeting on Saturdays from 2*00 to 3*30 p.m. beginning June 4. There is a 
studio fee of $5.00. 
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T h om a s Munro, Curator of Education at the Museum, will give a course, VALUE AND PROGRESS 
IN THE ARTS, for university credit. The class will meet from 9*30 to 10*50 a*m, Mondays 
through Fridays beginning Tuesday June 21. Although the course is given for credit upon 
payment of tuition to Western Reserve University, a limited number of Museum members may 
attend as auditors with permission from the instructor*
